CHIETI, March 24.—The Matteotti 
trial came to a dramatic end this 
evening with the acquittal of Giuseppe 
Viola and Augusto Malacria and the 
sentencing of Amerigo Dumini, Albino 
Volpi and Ameleto Poveromo to five 
years, eleven months and twenty days’ 
imprisonment each. : 

Four years of the sentence is re- 
mitted by the recent political amnesty. 
Therefore the prisoners, taking into 
account that they already have spent 
Over a year and nine months in prison 
awaiting trial, will be free men again 
in less than two and a half months. 

There were cheers in court when the 
presiding Judge handed down the de- 
cisions, but the demonstration was 
Promptly checked by the President, 
who threatened to have the court 
cleared.

MOSCOW, March 2 (#).—Russia 
is developing an insatiable thirst 
for vodka. Although the Govern- 
ment within the last six months 
has more than doubled the output, 
it has been unable to meet the de- 
mands of the population for the 
national drink, ie 

According to figures announced 
today, the Government will produce 
500,000,000 quarts of vodka during 
the coming year, which will yield 
the State about $250,000,000 in rev- 
enue, or 10 per cent. of the entire 
budget. — 

This ig still about $60,000,000 less 
than the Hquor receipts in the so- 
called “drunken budget” of 1913, 
when vodka yielded the Govern- 
ment 20 per cent. of its entire 
budget. 

The vodka manufactured by the 
Government at present has a 
strength of 40 per cent., and sells 
for 90 cents a quirt. Many disti:- 
leries which were destroped in the 
war are being rehabilitated.

FOR BURDEN OF DEBT} 


Depicts Us as a Fabulously

SNOWDEN ASSAILS FRANCE

LONDON, March 24.—A picture of 
America bloated with fabulous wealth

Winston Churchill. He made the 
striking statement that Great Britain 
must pay the United States £100,000

during an exposition of bi'*.im’s 
status with regard to her American 
creditors and Confinental European 
debtors elicited: by a speech of Philip 
Snowden, prominent Laborite Member 
of Parliament and ex-Chancellor of the 
Exchequer.

Legislators Agree to Report All

ALBANY, March 2% — Two bills, 
which will mean a saving of upward 
of $16,000,000 to State income tax 
payers, were passed by the Senate to- 
day and sent to Governor Smith. 

One, sponsored by Assemblyman 
Phelps, Republican, of Manhattan, pro- 
vides for a reduction of 25 per cent. 
in the income tax, a cut of about $12,- 
000,000. This is certain to be approved 
by the Governor, because he urged it 
in his annua] message. The other, 
introduced by Senator Souton, Re- 
publican, of Delaware, increases the 
income tax exemptions to conform 
with the Federal law. It was neces- 
sary to pass the Bouton bill a second 
time in the Senate because of minor 
amendments made before it was 
passed by the Assembly. 

There has been talk at the Capitol 
that the Governor might veto the 
Bouton bill, but this is not taken seri- 
ously by advocates of tax reduction. 
Report has it that the State Tax 
Commission is opposed to the bill on 
the ground that the State cannot af- 
ford to lose $4,000,000 in exemptions. 
‘Gnder the bil} » for marti 
men would be —— hee $2,500 te 
$3,500, and for unmarried men from 
$1,000 to $1,500. 

It is believed, however, that the 
Governor will sign thé Boutea bill, 
plating it squarely up to the Réepubil- 
can leaders. He probably will point 
out the views of the State Tax Com- 
mission so that if there is any criti- 
cism he can lay the blame on the Re- 
fublicans. 


Cut Amounts to $12,000,000. 


The Governor, however, always has 
been strong for tax reduction and has 
always been more than willing to go 
along with the Republicans on any 
proposals that will tend to lighten the 
burdens of the taxpayers. 

Enactment of the Phelps bill will 
mean a saving of about $12,000,000 to 
income taxpayers, according to esti- 
mates made by fiscal experts. A simi- 
lar measure, sponsored last year by 
Assemblyman Phelps, was approved 
by the Governor. 

Several Republican Senators spoke 
against the Phelps bill when it came 
up for final action, but only one, Sen- 
ator Truman of Oswego, voted against 


it. The vote on the bill was 49 to 1. 

About a dozen Republicans voted 
against the bill when it was passed in 
the Assembly on Monday night, de- 
claring that it was tax shifting, not 
tax reduction.

IN CRASH AT CROSSING 


Motorman Hurt, All Windows of 
First Car Broken in Collision 
at Valley Stream, L. |. 





PASSENGERS IN HYSTERICS 


Many Are Cut by Flying Glass— 
Watchman Had Just Left— 
No Gates or Signals.

VALLEY STREAM, L. L. March 24. 
—Racing along at forty miles an hour, 
a twelve-car electric express train on 
the Long Island Railroad, carrying 
more than 1,000 passengers, crashed 
into a motor truck at the unguarded 
Terrace Place grade crossing here to- 
night. Two men in the truck were 
killed and the motorman of the train 
was seriously injured. The conductor 
and three passengers were also in- 
jured, but not seriously. 

The sudden impact broke every win- 
dow in the first car of the ‘train. Pas- 
sengers were thrown from their seats 
and were cut by flying glass. Women 
became hysterical. There was great 
excitement. * 

Those killed were William Briggs, 42 
years old, of 364 Fifth Avenue, As- 
toria, and a man known only as Dom- 
inick, Dominick died while being 
taken to St. Jéseph’s Hospital ii Par 
Rockaway, whither Charlies Demmick 
of Babylon, the motorman, was fe- 
moved with a fractured left leg, possi- 
bly a fractured spine, a dislocated left 
wrist and numerous cuts and bruises. 

Watchman Left Shortly Before. 

Briggs and Dominick were employed 
by Samuel Brady & Co., a contracting 
company which has been doing exca- 
vating work near the crossing. Domi- 
nick was the dump foreman. The 
compasy has maintained a watch- 
Man at the crossing during working 


hours, as the trucks cross and re- 
cross the track at this point many 
times during the day. But Briggs and 
Dominick were making the last trip 
for the day about 5:15 P. M. and the 
watchman had gone off duty at » 
o'clock. There are no gates at the 
crossing nor ig there a signal to de- 
note an approaching train. 

The electric train had left the Penn- 
sylvapia Station at 4:48 o’clock and 
after making a stop at Jamaica was 
scheduled to make no more stops un- 
til it reached ville Centre. On a 
level stretch of ck it was rolling 
along at high speed ag it neared the 
croasi 


ng. 

Briggs and Dominick, it is believed, 
failed to notice the approaching train. 
Before the motorman was able to 
throw on ‘the brakes the forward car, 
which contained a booth on the front 
platform from which it was operated, 
crashed into the truck. 


Glass Cuts Passengers. 

Dominick was hurled to one side, 
tangled in the wreckage of the cab 
of the truck. Briggs wae ground under 
the wheels of the train. The motorman, 
whose bocth had been stove in by the 
crash, tried desperately to stop the 
train. As the windows in the forward 
car were shattered, flying glass cut 
some passengers in this car, who were 
all men, for it was the smoking car. 
Other passengers were knocked from 
their feet in other cars. 

With his left wrist disabled, the mo-

His statement 
follows on-the mews of President 
Coolidge’s decision to send an Amer- 
ican delegation, which. had been 
thought here doubtful in view of Am- 
bassador Houghton’s alleged report on 
the condition of Europe. League of 
Wations circles here are very much 
relieved, for it is realized that the con- 
ference will at the very outset en- 
counter considerable difficulties, and 
that is where American assistance will 
be of special value. 
It is remembered how last May The- 
odore Burton, the American delegate, 
gaved the conference on the traffic in 


arms. There was a clash between the 
arms manufacturing countries and the 
arms importing countries. The former 
urged the publication of the quantities 
of imports. The latter replied by ask- 
ing the manufacturing countries to 
ublish the quantities of their produc- 
ion. A deadlock ensued until Mr. 
Burton rather unexpectedly threw the 
whole weight of American influence on 
the side of publicity all around and 
saved the conference. ‘ 


Count on Our Influence. 


It is hoped that American mediation 
on the first great question which is 
likely to be argued before the new con- 
ference may be, equally successful. 
There is a wide divergence between 
the British and French conception of 


what disarmament means. The Brit- 
ish idea is severely practical, confin- 
ing the scope of the problem to the 
4 question of how many military and 

) Naval units, regiments, cruisers, &c., 
may be legalized. The French want 
to add a discusion of the potential 
strength of the different States as 
shown by the possibilities of the use 
of their industrial resources for war- 
like purposes, and other recondite ques- 
tions.

friends of the League here that the

Not Confined to Europe Alone.

PARIS, March 24.—Leaders of the 
European disarmament movement who 
realize that eventual success to no 
Disarmament Conference could be as- 
sured unless the participating nations 
agreed to restrict the sale of imple- 
ments of war are discouraged over 


reliable reports that 1926 is proving to 
be the best year since the war for 
armament and munition makers. 

Manufacturers of things with which 
war is made admit that orders are 
pouring in from all parts of Europe 
and it is known that American firms 
are getting a fair share of the busi- 
ness. While nearly all the Continental 
nations are stated to be in the new 
buying movement, the Balkan States 
and nations of Northeastern Europe 
are especially active. Representatives 
of armament firms declare that five 
countries are actually engaged in mak- 
ing munitions and armaments for Ger- 
many alone. 

With the approach of the prelimi- 
nary Disarmament Conference in Ge- 
neva; it is asserted in Paris that it is 
quite probable that the American del- 
egation will be asked to state the 
American position regarding the re- 
striction and sale of arms and muni- 
tions, for it is recalled in Europe that 
serious attempts during the confer- 
ence of Versailles to commit all na- 
tions to a treaty rigorously restricting 
world disposal of implements of war 
failed when the United States refused 
to ratify the projected agreement. 

England had previously announced 
that she would not be a party to the 
agreement if America was not in- 
cluded, so with two of the most im- 
portant nations remaining outside the 
rest of the nations permitted the 
treaty to go by the boards. 

Since then there have been repeated 
efforts, especially on the part of the 
League of Nations, to replace the arms 
conventions of St. Germain, but so far 
without a definite result, but the lead- 
ers certainly will take the opportunity 
of bringing up the whole subject at 
the Geneva meeting. 

American and British arms and 
munition companies are very active in 
the European market at the present 
time, although they are by no means 
the most important factors. The boom 
in the arms trade is said to have re- 
ceivéd fresh impetus since Jan. 1, but 
the buying movement was well under 
way before that. The agent of one 
firm explained the_ situation by 
saying that many nations had seem- 
ingly decided upon the policy of re- 
placing old armaments with new. The 
same agent said a recent survey of 
all the nations of Europe made by 
traveling representatives indicated that 
Sweden was the only nation actively 
engaged in cutting down arms and 
munitions. 

The present strength of nationalism 
is believed by the armament people to 
be another strong factor in the buying 
movement, the leaders of these na- 
tionalisti¢ Governments seeing in the 
upbuilding of a strong army and all 
that goes with it a good means of 
obtaining ‘general approval. 

While it is impossible to learn just 
how much: money is involved in the 
present buying—munitions and arms 
makers being more or less under the 
same code of professional secrecy as 
lawyers—persons in a position to know 
do not hesitate to say that orders 
since the first of the year have totaled 
several hundred million dollars. 

Germany being prohibited by the 
Treaty of Versailles from manufactur- 
ing or importing implements of war is 
said to have built up a system of fac- 
tories outside the country, and al- 
though none of this material may en- 
ter —— the armament agents

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Submarine V-2 ——— 0 220. F oot Depth, 
Setting Record for Her Class off Provincetown 





PORTSMOUTH, N. H., March 24 (7). 
—The giant submarine V-2 returned to 


djthe Navy Yard here tonight, having 


navigated at a depth of 220 feet, a 
record for vessels of her class. Her 
commanding officer reported that the 
submersion test conducted off Prov- 
incetown today, had been extremely 
successful and that the submarine 
acted perfectly. The only casualty 
was a burst pipe, which collapsed un- 
der the heavy pressure. 

Lieut. Commander George A. Rood 
gave this account to The Associated 
Press: 

“We got away from Provincetown at 
7 A. M. and ran out to a point about 
twenty-two miles to the northward. 
We then made a quick dive of fifty 
feet, adjusted the ballast and went to 
119 feet, where the ballast was again 
adjusted. This was necessary On ac- 
count of the compression of the water 
against the hull, which decreased the 
buoyancy of the ship and was the 
equivalent to making it heavier. 

“Then the vessel went to 215 feet, 
the ballast was ance more adjusted 
and ran for half an hour at 5 knots 
an hour at depths ranging from 215 to 
220 feet. The V-1, by the way, went 
to 204 feet, so onur’s was a record for 


V-class submarines. . 
“At the conclusion of all the tests 


the submarine rose to the 50-foot level, 
and when the periscope showed all 
clear we rose to the surface. I con- 
sider the test to have been a great 
success,”” 

This completes the shakedown voy- 
age of the V-2, one of Six. vessels be- 
ing built. The V-3 will be completed 
here next June, two other V boats 
will be built here and the sixth of the 
class will be constructed at Mare Is- 
land, Cal. The V-2 will stay here for 
alterations and then will join the 
fleet. 

The V-2 made a hurried run to Ports- 


‘mouth after her test because a few of 


the officers and men, eighty-ejght in 
all, were suffering from influenza. 


The depth attained today will not 
again be required of the submarine, 
for navy regulations forbid going 
more than 100 feet beneath the sur- 
face. 

Naval officers recalled that the 
greatest depth ever reached by an 
American submarine was 315 feet, but 
this was by accident. 

Lieut. Commander Lewis Hancock 
Jr. took the L-4 to that depth in the 
Irish Sea during the war when some- 
thing went wrong with the ballast. 
He survived the experience but was 
killed in the crash of the dirigible 
Shenandoah in Ohio last September.

the Cabinet he preferred in agreement 
with the Premier to take a recupera- 
tive vacation now and avoid having 
any part in the discussion of new taxa- 
tion. : 


Another Explanation Offered. 


A second explanation which is equal- 
ly current is that he has agreed with 
M. Briand to withdraw entirely from 
the Cabinet on the ground of health 


and so permit the Premier once more 
to reshuffle his ministers and get a 
chamber majority in line. 

The certainty that M. Peret’s taxa- 
tion proposals will be defeated if they 
are presented to the Chamber in their 
present form and by a Cabinet which 
has M. Malvy as a member gives some: 
appearances of likelihood to this plan. 
With M. Malvy away M. Briand could 
rearrange his Cabinet in such a way

WASHINGTON, March 24.—The Lau- 
sanne Treaty negotiated between the 
United States and Turkey in August, 
1923, to regulate the general relations 
between the United States and Turkey, 
will be called up for consideration be- 
fore the adjournment of Congress. 

Senator Borah, Chairman of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Foreign Relations, 
confirmed this tonight. The State De- 
partment is said to be desirous of hav- 
ing the treaty ratified before this ses- 
sion of Congress comes to an end, and 
this means’ that if any action is taken, 
it must be in the next six or seven 
weeks, as it is hoped by the leaders of 
both parties in Congress that an ad- 
journment would be reached before the 
middle of May. 

The treaty gives to the United States 
the same maritime trade and political 
rights in the Turkish empire enjoyed 
by nationals of other countries, nearly 
all of which countries have ratified a 
treaty of similar import to the one 
now pending before the Senate. The 
American interests involved are not 
only commercial ~ but also religious, 
philharmonic and educational. Among 
the educational interests concerned be- 
ing Robert College at Constantinople 
and its affiliated institutions in vari- 
ous part of Turkey. 

That the treaty will meet opposition 
in the Senate appears certain. The 
Democratic platform in the 1924 cam- 
paign contained a plank opposing the 
treaty. There is also a strong organi- 
zation which includes some prominent 
men and women in its membership op- 
posing ratification on the ground that 
in many respects the treaty as it 
stands is an abandonment of Amer- 
ican policies. 

On the other hand, it is said that a 
large majority of Americans resident 
in Turkey favor ratification. 

Rear Admiral Mark Bristol, the 
American High Commissioner in Tur- 
key, favors ratification, as does also 
the American Foreign Policy Associa-

BRIAND YET TO FACE 
GENEVA AFTER-EFFECTS 


But His Downfall Is Thought More

ARGENTINA MAY GET 
SEAT IN COUNCIL 


Confidently Expected by 
Geneva Officials.. 


WILL BE GLADLY WELCOMED 


Opportunity Will Be Furnished for 
Adoption of Proposals Rejected 
by First Assembly.

GENEVA, March 24.—The League of- 
ficials are awaiting anxiously the deci- 
sion of the Argentine Government re- 
garding active participation in the 
League. The return of Argentina to 
the fold would not only assist greatly 
in bolstering up the League’s recently 
injured prestige, but unquestionably 
aid in settling the difficult problems 
concerning reconstruction of the Coun- 
cil in September. 

Secretariat officials appear firmly 
confident that Argentina will not over- 
look the present auspicious occasion 
to return to Geneva with flying 
colors. When' she withdrew from 
Geneva during the first Assembly it 
was because her demands concerning 
construction of the Council, as well as 
the entrance conditions of prospective 


members, were defeated. She was op- 
posed in principle to permanent seats 
and resented the importance given to 
Brazil as a South American power. 

In the recent struggle at GeneVa over 
the creation of new permanent seats, 
although Argentina said nothing offi- 
cially she bitterly opposed Brazil’s 
place on the Council being made per- 
manent—or, in fact, any South Amer- 
ican State being placed in the position 
of leadership over other nations of 
that continent. 

The decision to invite the Argentine 
Government to send a representative 
to the committee of five appointed to 
study reconstruction of the Council, as 
well as a representative to sit on the 
preparatory disarmament committee, 
was a diplomatic move to bring. the 
most powerful of the South American 
republics back into the fold, not only 
because of the additional prestige it 
would give the League, but also be- 
cause it would dampen Brazil’s argu- 
ment that she was the logical leader 
and representstive of the Latin-Amer- 
ican States. 

If Argentina returns to Geneva and 
sends a representative to the Council 
committee she will have an opportu- 
nity to put across a certain number 
of ideas rejected by the first Assem- 
bly. According to well-informed Latin 
Americans, Argentina accepts the 
Council as it is and would not think 
of trying to eliminate any of the per- 
manent seats which exist. She always 
favored Germany enjoying equal pow- 
er with the other great European na- 
tions—in fact, fought for it—so would 
not oppose the creation of a permanent 
seat for Germany. 

On the other hand she most certainly 
would oppose the creation of addition- 
al permanent seats and fight to the 
last ditch to prevent a permanent seat 
being given to a Latin-American 
power. She would probably favor ro- 
tation in certain seats, which would 
mean that the two seats now occupied 


ways in Latin-American hands and 
Brazil would be no more representative 
of South and Central American in- 
terests than Paraguay. 

There is every prospect that Brazil 
will go off the Council in September 
under any Conditions. If Argentina 


j returns to the League Brazil’s place is 


doomed, and it appears likeliest that 
the next Latin-American representa- 
tives will be Argentina and Chile.

Secretary, that even if the League 
members adhering to the Court would 
send their replies individually to 
Washington, it would be much better, 
and it would get America more quickly 
into the World Court, if all the na- 
tions concerned made the same answer. 
That was the basis of his idea for a 
general discussion at Geneva next 
September. 

It was further pointed out that at 
least one of the American reserva- 
tions called for a change of the policy 
followed by the League Council in 
asking the Court for advisory opin- 
ions. America demands that the Coun- 
cil will not ask the Court for an 
advisory opinion on any matter con- 
cerning America without America’s 
consent.

was planned to make such a funda- 
mental alteration in the Council’s eom- 
position.” 


RIO JANEIRO, March 2 (#).—The 
Foreign Office today emphatically de- 
ned an assertion made in the British 
House of Commons yesterday that 
Premier Mussolini was behind Brazil’s 
action in the recent League of Nations 
Assembly at Geneva. 

The authorized spokesman for the 
Brazilian Foreign Office, in the ab- 
sence of the Foreign Minister, said: 

“Neither Italy nor any other country 
was responsible for Brazil’s stand. We 
were pleading for representation for 
the American countries. So long as 
our power continues we will not agree 
to the entry of any European nation

' WASHINGTON, March 2. — The 
House was the scene today of another 
bitter debate on prohibition in which 
the Dry Enforcement Unit, the De- 


the Boara of Temperance, Prohibition 
and Public Morals of the Methodist 
Church were the targets of attack. 

Representative LaGuardia, Socialist, 
of New York that Franklin 
L. Dodge, a former prohibition agent 
of the Department of Justice, who ac- 
quired a nations! reputation as the 
“ace of investigators,’’ had through a 
conspiracy come into posession of cer- 
tificates of liquor valued at about 
$200,000, owned by George Remus of 
Cincinnati, that he had offered these 
certificates for sale in New York and 
actually sold them in Cleveland. 

Representative O’Connor, Democrat, 
of New York, accused Dr. Clarence 
True Wilson, Secretary of the Metho- 
dist board, of having uttered a lie in 
stating that before prohibition the 
Sergeant-at-Arms walked members of 
the House up and down to get “the 
drunks to their homes.’’ Mr. O’Connor 
demanded of the Sergeant-at-Arms if 
Dr. Wilson’s purported statement was 
true, and Joseph B. Rodgers, the pres- 
ent Sergeant-at-Arms, later gave out 
a statement saying: 

“Tt do not know Dr. Wilson. I was 
not Sergeant-at-Arms when prohibition 
went into effect.’ 

George Washington’s alleged fond- 
ness for altoholic beverages, the eon- 
troversy between Wayne B. Wheeler of 
the Anti-Saloon League and Federal 
Attorney . Buckner over the latter's 
proposal for a referendum in New York 
State on prohibition were other fea- 
tues of today’s lively debate in the 
House on the wet and dry issue. 
New York “wets,” goaded the “drys’’ 
by proclaiming the Volstead law a 
failure, and demanding that it be re- 
pealed or modified. 

In the meantime Senator Edwards of 
New Jersey offered in the Senate his 
resolution for the creation of. a joint 
committee of Congress to investigate 
prohibition. Members of the wet blocs 
of House and Senate met tonight at 
the home of Representative Hill of 
Maryland to co-ordinate efforts of the 
two ups to force adoption of a 
modification program. 


LaGuardia Assails Dodge. 

According to Mr. LaGuardia, the 
wife of Remus conspired and con- 
nived with Mr. Dodge in the alleged 
transfer of the liquor certificates and 
other property of Remus to Dodge 
after Remus had been sent to prison 
for alleged violations of the Federas 

law. Mr. LaGuardia charged 
further that while Dodge was invest1- 
gating the conduct of the former war- 
den of the Atlanta penitentiary ‘‘he be 
ame friendly with the wife of the 
prisoner Remus.”’ - 

Mr. LaGuardia’s discussion of the 
Dodge-Remus case aroused much in- 
terest in the House. He said that 
Dodge, as representctive of the De- 
partment of Justice, worked up the 
case against Remus and others con- 
in 1922 of con- 
spiracy against the Government in di- 
verting large quantities of liquor to 
unlawful channels. 

“This ace of investigators who 
worked up the Remus case,” he said, 
“through conspiracy and connivance 
with the wife of George Remus, ob- 
tained possession <f certificates of 
liquor, the property of George Remus 
valued at about $200,000 to $250,000. 
Seemingly $200,000 worth of liquor can- 
not be disposed of readily and, there- 
fore, it became necessary to keep 
Remus in jail and within the clutches 
of the law.” 

Dodge resigned from. the Government 
service on Aug. 10, 1925. 

“The next we hear of him,’’ said Mr. 
LaGuardia, ‘he is in New York and 
under the name of ‘John Gray of

ITHACA, N. Y., March 24.—A large 
—— of Cornell undergraduates 
ard members of the Cornell Faculty 
voted for modification or repeal of the 
Volstead act in a poll conducted on 
the campus by The Cornell Sun. 

Two thousand and seventy-four votes 
were cast in the poll out of approxi- 
mately 5,000 persons in the university 
community. Advocates of ica- 
tion of the Volstead act polled the 
largest number of votes, 932. Six hun- 
dred and forty-eight voted for out- 
right repeal of the liquor legislation, 
while 494 declared themselves in favor 
of the existing laws. 

Of the 1,700 men students taking 
part in the ballot, 399 declared for the 
existing law, 768 for modification and 
533 for repeal. Of the 149 women vot- 
ing, 41 declared for the law as it 
stands, 70 for modification and 38 for 
repeal. . 

Members of the Faculty voting num- 
bered 225 and among them, too, a 
majority voted against the Volstead 
act as it stands. Fifty-four voted for 
the law, 94 for modification and'77 for 
repeal.

Hair-dressers and beauty parlor pro- 
prietors defended the bill and denied

They maintained that 
an ordinary barber could not give the 
final touches necessary to the modern 
girl if her hair is to be in style. 

The barbers countered with the as- 
sertion that they had been cutting hair 
since the time of Moses and that they 
were just as proficient in the art as 
the hair-dressers.

"IS BEHIND ZIZPS SUIT 


Rumanians Believe That French 
Courts Will Assert They 
Cannot Hear It.

VIENNA, March 24.—Zizi Lambrino’s 
10,000,000 franc suit against Prince 
Carol is considered in Bucharest. but 
another move in the political. game. 
The objects are said to be threefold. 
First, to lessen foretgn sympathy for 
the Crown Prince; second, to counter- 
balance the scandal campaign against 


the Queen, and, lastly, above all to in- 
volve Prince Carol in such difficulties 
as to prevent any immediate attempt 
either to allow him to return to private 
life in Rumania or to reconcile him 
with his parents. 

It is believed that the French courts 
will declare themselves without juris- 
diction and that the suit will thus be 
quashed. Meanwhile, it is gaining its 
chief object and is plainly embarrass- 
ing those who favor Prince Carol. 

On the other hand, by keeping atten- 
tion centred on the court mofrals, it, is 
further weakening the dynasty’s pres- 
tige, while, by its political aspect, it is 
ingreasing Rumanian sympathy for 
Carol as a martyr of the . Bratiano 

e 


No sympathy is found in Bucharest 
for Carol's mo ic wife. Rather 
she has lost many of the friends she 
had. They believe she has allowed 
herself to become the tool of Bratiano. 
Much has been made of the fact that 
she could not havé gone to Paris and 
started the suit unless the Govern- 
ment wanted her to do so. 

As a matter of fact, she purchased 
property near Paris some time ago 
and since has been trying to go there 
to live, but the Government hitherto 
has consistently refused her a pass- 
port, even after Carol’s abdication. 

Those intimately acquainted with 
Zizi Lambrino agree that until her de- 
parture for Paris she had never ex- 
pressed discontent over her situation 
or an intention of filing the suit. On 
the contrary, she was quite resigned 
and not jealous of either Carol’s mar- 
riage to Princess Helene or his subse- 
quent affair with Mme. Lupeseu. Nor 
had she previously shown dissatisfac- 
tion with the financial arrangement 
whereby the Rumania Bank pays her

FRANCHISE IS GRANTED 
FOR CITY ISLAND FERRY 


Service Linking the Bronx and 
Port Washington to Ran on 
20-Minate Schedule. 


Provision was made by the Sinking 
Fund Commission yesterday for ferry 
service between City Island, the 
Bronx, and Port Washington, L. I. 
The distance between the terminals 
is about four miles and the water is so 
sheltered that boats can operate in all 
kinds of weather. To automobiles the 
ferry service will mean a saving of 
many miles. 

Michael S. Iverson, President of the 
ferry company, said that three or 
four boats would be operated on a 
twenty-minute schedule. The com- 
pany owns the land at both terminals, 
but awaited the action of the Sinking 
Fund Commission for a franchise. The 
company will pay $100 a year for the 
‘privilege for twenty-five years, but 
the terms are to be adjusted: by arbi- 
tration at the end of each five years.

RATE RATE BILL 


Reverses Last Year’s Vote, 
Which Favored the Long and 
Short Haul Measure. 


FINAL TALLY IS 33 TO 46 


Gooding Charges That Railroad 
Lobby Is Responsible for 
Bill’s Rejection.

\ WASHINGTON, March 24.—The Sen- 
ate, which in May last passed the so- 
called long and short ‘haul bill by. a 
vote of 54 to 23, reverged itself today 
and defeated the same-bill by a vote of 
46 to 33. Thirteen Senators who last 
year voted for the bill voted against it 
today. This means there will be no 
railway legislation of a radical char- 
acter during this session of Congress. 

The Radicals, with the exception of 
Senator Shipstead, voted solidly for 
the bill today, as did most of the Sen- 
ators from the inter-mountain country 
of the West. 

Senator Gooding of Idaho, who led 
the fight for passage of the bill, de- 
clared in his final plea that the fate 
of the entire Far West was involved 
in the long and short haul question.

N.Y. U. RETAM. SCHOOL 


Committee Named, as Proposed 
by P. S. Straus,.to Prepare Plan 
toDo Away With Contributions. 


Following a proposal by Percy 8. 
Straus, Vice President of R. H. Macy 
& Co., that the New York University 
School of Retailing be placed on a per- 
manent fiscal basis to succeed the 
present plan of annual contributions 
by the merchants of the city, a com- 
mittee was appointed last night to 
prepare a program, and Dean Norris 
A. Brisco announced that he would re- 

quest that a $1,000,000 foundation be es- 
tablished to procure buildings and 
equipment. The committee consists of 

Benjamin H. Namm, Franklin Simon, 
Samuel W. Reyburn and Dean Mar- 
shall S. Brown of New York Univer- 
sity. Dean Brisco suggested that an 
original sum of $500,000 be sought to 
purchase quarters at Washington 
Square, where the school now shares 
a ten-story building with the School of 
Commerce and the School of Educa- 
tion. 

The School of Retailing was organ- 
ized six years ago with twenty-eight 
students and five courses and during 
the present term 908 students are en- 
rolled and forty courses are taught. 
Merchants who financed the project 
and cooperate by taking scores of 
graduates into their employ each year 
consider it a great success. Mr. 
Straus, addressing the sixth annual 
banquet of the Advisory Council at the 
Hotel Astor, last night, suggested 
that the committee study the problem 
of a definite and more stable backing 
during the coming year and report at 
the annual banquet in 1927. The pres- 
ent arrangement is to be operative 
until 1928, according to the original 
agreement. 

About 300 students, alumni, Faculty 
and members of the Advisory Council 
attended the banquet.

Touching on the moral obligation to 
assist other peoples to clear away the 
wreckage of war, Mr. Mellon said: 
"We do owe this obligation and we 
will carry out this duty.” 

¥ Administration believed in help 

"and not’ charity, he continued, ‘‘and 
our financial policies toward Europe 
are backed not by sentiment but by 
gense.”’ 

The address of: the Secretary had 
been prepared prior to the remarks 
made in the House. of Commons today 
by Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Churchill, who also discussed the 
moral aspects of the war debts. 

Mr. Mellon confined his remarks 
chiefly to a defense of the settlements 
so far made, one of which—that with 
Italy—is unger fire in the Senate pend- 
ing a vote on ratification. He called 
attention also that negotiations were 
pending with France, Greece and Yugo- 
slavia, the. only Européan nations 
which had not funded their debts. 


Sees Europe Gaining Ground. 


If Europe was to be re-established 
on a sound basis, he declared, it must 
balance its budget, its war debts must 
be funded and the American investor 
must intelligently and profitably in- 
vest his surplus capital stock abroad. 
All of this was taking place, he added, 
and financial reconstruction of Europe 
was in sight, with an improved and 
healthy market for this nation as the 
probable result. : 

‘There ig a surplus,” Mr. Mellon ex- 
plained, ‘‘and to dispose of this surplus 
we must reach markets abroad, which 
means having purchasers abroad with 
money or credit to buy. If the export- 
able surplus cannot be disposed of

WASHINGTON, March 24.—The ten- 
tative agreement reached by the Amer- 
ican and Italian debt commissions for 
the funding of the $2,042,000,000 which 
Italy owes to the United States will 
be called up in the Senate tomorrow 
by Senator Smoot, Chairman of the 
Finance Committee, and indications 
are that it will be ratified, after two 
or three days of debate, by a substan- 
tial majority. 

Supporters of the debt compact exe. 
pressed the belief today that as many 
as 60 of the 96 Senators would approve 
the agreement. Opponents, while vir- 
tually eonceding that the Administra- 
tion controlled the majority vote 
necessary for ratification, were of the 
opinion that the margin would be nar- 
row. 

The Administration is keenly inter- 
ested in obtaining ratification quickly, 
and with as little as possible of in- 


flammatory debate, because o@ the al- 
ready disturbed conditions abroad, 
and the possibility that aprpoval by 
the Senate of the Italian debt com- 
pact will be followed within a short 
time by an agreement with France for 
the funding of the French wartime

Reports published abroad and circu- 
lated in New York that Ambassador 
Berenger of France has made a propo- 
sition which is considered acceptable 
to the American Debt Commission, 
are without confirmation in official 
circles here, There has been no meet- 
ing of the American Debt Commission 
for months, and Ambassador Berenger 
has not seen Secretary Mellon in his 
capacity as negotiator for France for 
some time.

Counsel Will Confer In New York

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FINANCING BILLS 
PASS IN NEW JERSEY 


Assembly. Votes Appropriation, 
but Main Measure Must Come 
Back to the Senate. 


HOUSE IN NIGHT SESSION 


Program Will Be Rushed So That 
Legislature Can Recess 
on Thursday. 


Special to The New York Times. 

TRENTON, N. J., March 24.—After 
a@ sharp fight on the floor of the 
House, following a long Republican 
caucus, the Assembly passed tonight 
the appropriation bills, with an amend- 
ment tacked on to the main measure 

*that will necessitate returning it to 
the Senate tomorrow for concurrence. 

The amendment, proposed by As- 
gsemblyman Birketimeier of. Newark, 
takes from the Chancellor and ‘vests 
fm the State House Commission author- 
ity to lease chambers for the Court 
of Chancery in Jersey City, Newark 
and Atlantic City. The Chancellor is 
a Democrat, while the State House 
Commission, made up of the Governor, 
State Treasurer and State Controller, 
is controlled by Republicans. Five of 
the Essex Republicans, however, bolted 
on the roll-call and voted with the 
Democrats against the amendment. . 

Assemblyman Barrison of Hudson 
County, the Democratic floor leader, 
made two attempts. to get an appro- 
priation for the first units of a norma) 
achool in Jersey City. The Joint Ap- 
propriations Committee had originally 
get aside $900,000 for this purpose, but 
switched it to the teachers’ pension 
and annuity fund. It was Mr. Barri- 
son’s suggestion that either nearly 
half a million dollars be transferred 
from the Rutgers University acccunt 
or that some other items be stricken 
out of the bill and the money used for 
the Jersey City program. He did not, 
however, specify the items that he 
would sacrifice. , 

In an effort to clear the way for 
practical adjournment of the session 
tomorrow night the Assembly met to- 
night to consider the Party Convention 
bill. 

The Senators were guests of their 
President, Morgan Larson of Perth 


Amboy, at a dinner in the Stacy-Trent 
Hotel. The Senate planned, to end 
passage of bills at 5 o’clock tomorrow 
afternoon, but because of the mass of 
business still unfinished an all-night 
session is in prospect. 

The house tonight passed the Senate 
gubstitute for Assemblyman Muir’s Bill 
repealing the indeterminate sentence 
law. A series of measures were also 
passed providing for a constitutional 
amendment to extend the term of the 
Governor and legislators and fix bien- 
nial sessions for the legislature. 

‘When both Houses finally get through 
tomorrow night they will recess until 





Wednesday of next week to receive 
vetoed bills from the Governor. 

In amended form, the bill of Sen- 
ator Case of Somerset County, giv 
the Governor power of veto over acts 
of New. Jersey members of the Port 
of New York Authority was passed 
by the upper House today. At the 
demand of Senator Mackay of Bergen 
County, the executive power was re- 
stricted so as not to apply to the is- 
suance of bonds for bridges between 
New York and New Jersey, nor the 
collection of tolls on such spans. P 

Senator Harrison of Essex and Simp-

CHARLIE ROSS CASE 
ONCE AGAIN RECALLED 


North Carolina Men Believes He 
Was the Child Kidnapped 
Half a Century Ago. 


SHELBY, N. C., March 24 (4).—The 
search for Charlie Ross, whose disap- 
pearance in Pennsylvania as a child in 
1874 caused a nation-wide quest, has 
been resumed here. 

J. P. Gaffney, who noted something 
suspicious in the.arrival at Gaffney, 
8. C., fifty years ago, of a man, wo- 
man and child, announced taday that 
he had got in touch with an elderly 
man who claims to have been the child 
and who believes he is Charlie Ross. 

The man, according to Mr. Gaffney, 
is in communication with Walter L. 
Ross, a brother ‘of Charlie, and is try- 
ing to prove his identity. 

Gaffney has been prominent in busi- 


ness circles here for years. The man 
believed to be Ross, he said, has a 
family “‘and for that reason”’ his ad- 
dress will not be given now. 





PHILADELPHIA, March 24 (?).—The 
family of Walter L. Ross, elder brother 
of Charlie Ross, indicated today that it 
placed no faith in the report that the 
long-lost Charlie may have been found. 

“We are paying no attention what- 


ever to this report,’”’ Mrs. Ross de- P 


clared. 

Charlie Ross was kidnapped July 7, 
1874, when 4 years old, from his home 
in Germantown. His father, a Phila- 
delphia merchant, ‘asserted that the lad 
had last been seen driving off in a 
wagon with two men-who had taken 
also Charlie’s older brother, 
but had abandoned him a short dis- 
tance from the Ross home. 

The search for the child covered the 
country, stimulated by the receipt of 
letters demanding $20,000 ransom for 
the child. Although the amount was 
made ready for them, the kidnappers 
never claimed it, fearing arrest. 


On the night of Dec. 14 two burglars 
were shot while breaking into the home 
of Justice Charles H. Van Brunt, in 
Brooklyn, N. Y. As -they lay dying, 
one, Joseph Douglas, said, “We took 
Charlie Ross.”’ 

‘‘Where is the boy?’”’ he was asked. 

“He knows,”’ was the reply, the dy- 
ing burglar indicating his “companion, 
William Mosher. But Mosher was al- 
ready dead and the secret of Charlie 
Ross’s whereabouts perished with him,

IN PERMIT CONTEST 


Deputy Attorney General Hits 
at Health Board for Denying 
Slaughter-House Privilege. 


ACTION IN “TRUST” INQUIRY 


Conklin Says Independents will Be 
Forced Out and Prices Will Rise—. 
Harris Explains Stand. 


Deputy Attorney General Robert S. 
Conklin protested yesterday against 
the fefusal of the. Department of 
Health to issue to eighteen “indepen- 
dent” poultry dealers of the Williams- 
burg section of Brooklyn permits to 
maintain slaughter houses. He said 
the Department of Health in the cir- 
cumstances had no right to make the 
refusal, which, he asserted, would not 
only embarrass the State’s investiga- 
tion. of the Community Live Poultry 
Corporation, d so-called trust, against 
which these eighteen dealers were wit- 
nesses, but would also increase the 
price of poultry during the Jewish noli- 
days. 

Dr. Louis I. Harris, Commissioner ot 
Health, who received Mr. Conklin’s 
protest, said last night that the re- 
fusal to. issue the permits was male in 
a “frightfully confusing’’..case in 
which it appedred that the Community 
Live Poultry Corporation held leases 
on the buildings occupied by the deal- 
ers. He said he was anxious not to 
be “an instrument of extortion” and 
that he thad instructed Hugh W. Tay- 
lor, Director of the Bureau of Foods 
and Drugs, to get advice on the case 
from the Corporation Counsel. 

The Attorney General’s office has 
applied to the court for the dissalytion 
of the Community Live Poultry Cor- 
poration on the ground that its opera- 
tions were in restraint of trade and 
resulted in ‘“‘an unconscionable over- 
charge’”’ to consumers. The eighteen 
dealers ‘in question broke away from 
the corporation, and, as a result, it 
was testified yesterday at a hearing 
before Federal Referee Turk in Brook- 
lyn, the price of poultry has dropped 
5 cents a pound. 

Mr. Conklin said the Department of 


“upon the pretext that with respect to 
the premises occupied by each separate 
dealer two applications have been made 
‘for permits—one by the “e “:r and the 
other by the Community Live Poultry 
Corporation, and that the board has 
been unable to_determine whether the 
corporation or the dealer is entitled to 
possession of the premises.” 

“In each case, however,” he con- 
tinued, ‘‘it appears that the individual 
dealer is now in possession of his own 
premises and that tne alleged leases 
from such dealers to the corporation 
were ineffective and invalid. _ The 
board is under the duty of recognizing 
the person in possession as entitled to 
possession and has not the judicial 


applicant merely claiming possession 
has any rights whatsoever in the 
matter.” * 

' He said the refusal to grant permits. 
to these dealers would “involve very 
grave consequences.’ 

“Tt means,” he said, “that the wit- 
nesses on whom the Attorney General 
relies will be intimidated and the suc- 
cess of the proceedings brought by the 
Attorney General to prevent extortion- 
ate charges to consumers will be im- 
perilled. It means that these dealers 
will be driven into the combination or 
forced out of business. 

“Notwithstanding this situation,’’ ue 
added, ‘‘the Department of Health has 
now suddenly reversed its previous 
policy and determined summarily to 
close all. of the places of business of 
independent dealers and thus directly 
to assist the price-fixing combination 
and to force up prices of poultry be- 
-yond the reach of the average con- 


sumer.”’

Artists and Scientists Attracted 
by Unusual Works of Howard 
- Russell Butler, 


EARTH SEEN FROM THE MOON 


Painter Aided by Observatory Tele- 
scope in Obtaining Weird Effects 
- of Moonscape. 


Many artists and scientists attended 
the opening yesterday by the Ameri- 
can Museum of Natural History of a 
new temporary astronomical section 
in which were displayed the eclipse 
paintings of Howard Russell Butler. 

Under a strong illumination from a 
concealed source his paintings of the 
total eclipses of the sun in 1918, 1923 
and 1924 formed a triptych twenty-four 
feet long, so faithful in color and de- 
tail as to win general: admiration on 
the part of astronomers. Dr. Edward 
Robinson, Director of the Metropoli- 
tan Museum of Art, who attended the 
opening, praised the eclipse paintings 
and said that he was deeply impressed 
by the skill with which they were 
illuminated. Against a black back- 
ground, the pictures gave a remark- 
able effect of reality. All of these 
paintings have been purchased by the 
American Museum of Natural History 
and will be on permanent display.. 

“The Earth'as Seen From the Moon”’ 
is the title of another painting by Mr. 
Butler. This’ is said to be the first 
fine moonscape ever painted. It. was 
painted from a theoretical position 
within e crater of the moon. A central 
peak or spine of volcanic rock appears 
in the foreground, the peaks of the 
broken rim of the crater in the dis- 
tance, and against a black and starlit 
sky appears the earth, its continents 
and oceans fainted outlined, but ob- 
scured in parts by cloud and fog. Sun- 
light is pouring in upon the moon, 
theoretically from the back of the 
painter. The sun itself is not visible. 


Black Sky With Sun Shining. 


In spite of the sun the sky is dead 
black, the stars are visible and_ the 
earth, which is in a gibbous condition, 
brilliantly shining. 

The phenomenon of a black sky, star- 
lit and earthlit, while the sun is shin- 
ing,,is explained by the lack of at- 
mosphere on the moon. The sky is 


blue and the stars are invisible from 
the earth when the sun is shining, be- 
cause of the atmosphere, which scat- 
ters and diffuses light so. that it 
teaches the eye not only from: the 
sun, but from all parts of the sky. 
Because it is a comparatively small 
body and lacking in mass, the moon 
has not the force of gravity, to attract 
atmospheric gases. The ‘nitrogen, 
oxygen and other gases which it, may 
have once had have long since wan- 
dered off into space. ‘ 
The moonscape, faithful to astron- 
omy and physics, shows other weird 
effects from the absence of atmos- 
phere. There is no diffused light. It 
is all brilliant sun and very heavy 
shadédw. The sun is brighter than it 
is om earth because the atmosphere 
does not intercept any of its light. 
Though. not diffused by a sky, it is 
reflected more than it is on earth. 
The low gravity and lack of atmos- 
phere is also responsible for the 
rugged-and jagged mountain effects. 
There is ‘no rain to wash and wear 
everything down, to round off the 
mountains and level the valleys. Peaks, 
crags and cliffs which would fall of 
their own weight on earth maintain 
themselves on the moon because the 
downward pull of gravity is compar- 
atively feeble. 


A Genuine Moon Scene. 


This is no ideal picture. In its big 
features it is a genuine moon scene, as 
studied through the 100-inch telescope 
at the Mt. Wilson Observatory. The 
crater and the peaks are drawn to 
scale, as shown by the telescope. The 
central spine or monolithic mass of 
rock is what the telescope revealed. 
This powerful instrument even showed 
a notch or cut in the top of this rocky 
spine, which is reproduced by the 
artist. . 

In the sky, Mars is shown glaring 
redly. Antares is another wrathful 
spot of red. These and other stars are 
more brilliant than we see them, be- 
cause of the moon’s lack of atmos- 


phere, \ 

Mr. Butler, who was a physicist be- 
fore he turned to painting, had the 
guidance of Dr. Henry Norris Russell, 
Director of the observatory at Prince- 
ton and one of the leading American 
astronomers, in working out the moon 
scene. 

Striking photographs of eclipses, 
comets, star clusters, nebulae and 
other astronomical phenomena, to-

After Three. Years of Experimenting

LONDON, ‘March 24.—Announcement 
is made here today by The Evening 


.| Standard that Sir Oliver Lodge has 


solved the problem of preventing the 
‘howling’ dreaded by all radio listen- 
ers-in. When Tue NEw YorK TIMES 
correspondent ‘telephoned Sir Oliver. at 
his house near Salisbury, Southern 
England, this afternoon he refused to 
make any statement. It was stated, 
however, by his’ secretary, in answer 
to inquiries, that the announcement of 
the discovery was ‘premature’; that 
Sir Oliver had privately described the 
result of his investigations and that 
the information had ‘‘leaked out.’ 
There was no hint of a-denial of the 
report printed here today. 

The solution of the “‘howling’’ prob- 
lem came to Sir Oliver, it is said, after 
three years of investigation at his pri- 
vate laboratory at Egham, Surrey. It 
is claimed that his discovery will in- 
sure perfect reception over the radio 
without aerial tuning and will thus 
avoid the use of reaction. It will 
merely necessitate the alteration of ex- 
isting receivers. 

The Evening Standard sums up the 
nature of the discovery as follows:

Gieseking and Szigeti, 

Walter Gieseking, pianist, and Joseph 
Szigeti, violinist, gave a joint concert 
yesterday afternoon in Town Hall, 
playing the Bach sonata“in A major, 
the Mozart sonata. No. 11 (Kochel 379) 
in G major, Beethoven's Sonata in A 


minor, -Op.-23, and Mozart’s seventh so- 
nata (Kochel No. 376) in F major, If 
these a were estimated from the 
basis of solo appearances they have 
e this season in this city it would 
be. said that they were exceptionally 
adapted by temperament and  equip- 
ment for ensemble performance. Mr. 
Szigeti at his recital here and also in 
an. Ls Seng grety with orchestra showed 
sensibility, distinction, sincerity and a 
style characterized by fine of 
expression rather than sheer virtuosity 
or exteriqr,effect. Mr. Gieseking made 
a somewhat similar impression ‘on his 
audiences, the impression. of a pianist 
of exceptional intelligence, versatility 
and intimacy of expression. He is one 
of the few notable additions to the 
ranks of visiting artists this season. 
Why,’ then, the mediocrity of the per- 
formances of the Bach and the first 
Mozart sonata yesterday? . 

It seemed that neither artist was in 
the vein.'’ The ensemble ‘was of indif- 
ferent quality. Curiously enough Mr. 
Szigeti, especially in Bach, was aca- 
demic. His performance was stiff and 
dry in its observance of letter and its 
absence of spirit. The A major sonata 
may not be the finest of Bach’s works 
in this form, but certainly it deserved a 
more vital presentation than was given 
it on this occasion. Mr. Gitseking 
played discreetly, but there was little 
conviction in his rendering. Mr. Szigeti 

as not only inclined to dryness of 
ene and angularity of phrase, but 
there were passages of poor intonation. 
The quality of Mozart was a little 
warmer; at least the more graceful 
and Italianate style of the music gave 
that character to the performance. 
But it was not a particularly convinc- 
ing reading; and in Mozart, to a sin- 
gular degree, a reading that falls a 
little short of illumination is a reading 
of negligible value. To all this the 
more passionate music of Beethoven 
was a needed contrast. The coricert 
attracted a cordial audience, of gen- 
erous proportions. 


Elly Ney Plays. 


A program containing nothing less 
than the last three piano sonatas of 
Beethoven was given by Mme. Elly 
Ney, pianist, last night in Carnegie 
Hall. For the greatest of interpretive 
artists such a program would be an 
intrepid undertaking and a tax upon 
the capacities of interpreter and audi- 
ence. A single one of the last sonatas 
is a sufficient offering. Three in a 
group are likely to become a weariness 
to the flesh, however devoted to the 
Beethoven ideal the listener may be, 
and however enthusiastic thio. pianist. 

Perhaps Mme. Ney felt a special call 
to play these tremendous sonatas in 
their order and entirety. We are in- 
formed that “‘Europe’s dictum regard- 
ing her unexcelled interpretation of 
Beethoven has led people of a theo- 
sophical turn of mind to call her the 
reincarnation of that famous com- 
poser.”” Be that as it may, the open- 
ing movement of the “Hammer Kla- 
vier” sonata had heroic mood and 
stride. The physical strength and the 
breadth with which Mme. Ney enun- 
ciated the powerful, dynamic themes 
were wholly appropriate to the music, 
even if they did not ‘‘reincarnate’”’ the 
composer. But it is possible humbly 
to conceive of a more mystical quality 
in the interpretation cf the slow move- 
ment and. it has- never been a belief 
of this writer that the hammer-and- 
tongs method of. performing the fugue 
was necessary to Gts clear and inter- 
esting interpretation. We know of no 
task that asks more varied and im- 
aginative powers of a pianist than this 
sonata and the two tnat follow it. 

The question of the appropriateness 
of these transcendental scores for 
performance in an immense audi- 
torium is one that could be discussed. 
Ideal conditions for their enjoyment 
would be furnished by a supremely 
gifted interpreter playing to a circle 
of the initiate in some intimate place 
far from Broadway. They remain 
extremely subjective outpourings. It 
was testimony to their vitality and the 
following of the pianist that an nudi- 
ence of good size gathered and listened 
intently.

A week ago we were assured on the 
highest authority, newspaper and Con- 
gressional, that the League of Nations 
and everything connected with it were 
tottering to ruin. 
was to split up, disintegrate and dis- 
appear. As for the Governments rep- 
resented in its Council, they were to 
go over like ninepins. StTRESEMANN 
and LUTHER would fall as soon as they 
reached Berlin and the Reichstag could 
get at them. Sir AUSTEN CHAMBERLAIN 
would instantly be ousted from the 
Foreign Office. M. BrianpD would be 
upset at Paris not only as Prime Min- 
ister but as Minister for Foreign Af- 
fairs. In brief, the ‘wreck foreseen by 
those who felt the very mountains in 
Europe quaking was to be complete 
and disastrous in every detail. 

Never was there better support for 
the homely advice of Hosea’ Biglow: 
** Don’t prophesy onless ye know.” 
The League of Nations continues very 
much alive. Prime Minister BALDWIN 
in the House of Commons humorously 
commiserated the mourners who had 
come to what they thought its death- 
bed. The German Government had an 
easy victory over its opponents at 
home. Sir AUSTEN CHAMBERLAIN was 
solidly backed by the British Cabinet 
and by the Conservatives in the House 
of Commons, and trfumphantly met 
his enemies in the gate. For a totter- 
ing world, itis doing very well, thank 
you. 


FRENCH CURRENCY AND THE 
BANK OF FRANCE, 

From the full text of the annual re- 
port of the Bank of France for 1925 
the reader gets an interesting and 
somewhat unexpected sidelight on the 
inflation of French currency during 
that year. At its beginning tl cir- 
culating note issues of the Bank of 
France were 40,885,178,000 francs and 
the legal limit 41,000,000,000. But be- 
fore the year was far advanced it was 
discovered that, as a result of over- 
drafts by the Herriot Government on 
the Treasury, that limit had. already 
been exceeded, though not reported in 
the bank’s weekly statements. As a 
Measure of absolute. necessity,’ the 
legal limit was then faised by law to 
45,000,000,000 francs, and both the 
Herriot Ministry and the Governor of 
the bank resigned. When Carmniaux 
became Finance Minister he found a 
situation in which greatly increased 
‘Treasury borrowings from the bank 
Were. presently unavoidable; so the 
Chamber was induced in June to in- 
crease again the legal limit on both, 
fixing 51,000,000,000- for the note 
issues. 

Six months later, when CaILLaux 
had been succeeded by LoucHEuR, the 
same situation recurred, and the legal 
maximum for the bank's circulation 
Was advanced to 58,500,000,000. At 
present. the bank’s outstanding circu- 
lation “is less than 52,000,000,000, or 
far below the éxisting limit’ neverthe- 
less, it may easily be supposed that 
. the idea of France going the way of 
Germany in currency inflation and de- 
Preciation should have come to be 
accepted. The franc’s value in the ex- 
‘change market declined nearly 1% 
cents during 1925, or 30 per cent., 
and the average of French wholesale 
Prices advanced 23. per cent.

submitted three or four years before. 
But the annual report shows a differ- 
ent attitude. It begins by reciting its 
own official declaration to the Min- 
ister of Finance in April, 1919, to the 
effect that “the fundamental statutes 
“of the Bank of France restrict note 
“issues to conditions which insure the 
“ convertibility of its notes,’’ and that 
any violation of that rule ‘“‘can be 
“accepted only when the very exis- 
“tence of tre country is at stake.’’ 
The Ministry accepted this declaration 
of principle; during two years the note 
issue was reduced progressively. 

The President of the bank further 
asserts that the bank assented to the 
last April, 
only on the Treasury’s assurance that 


| the increased loan to the State would 


tide over an awkward situation but 
would be merely temporary. This as- 
surance was not kept; as the report 
observes, ‘‘inflation only aggravates 
“a disease while seeming to cure its 
‘«symptoms.’? CaILLaux gave the 
same assurance when he asked in June 
for the increase in advances to the 
State and in note circulation; Lou- 

CHEUR repeated it. The report declares 
that the management of the bank in- 
tends that the December increase shall 
be the last. It points out “the duty 
“of the bank’s General Council not to 
‘‘allow the character of the’ Bank of 
‘* France to be shaken,” and asserts 
that the safety of the currency ‘* de- 
‘*pends in the first instance on the 
“maintenance of that currency totally 
‘*independent of the requirements of 
“the State.’ Finally, the Council 
demands that, without the loss of a 
single day,” the respite last granted 
“shall be employed to bring about 
“budgetary equilibrium and re-estab- 
“lish public confidence.”’ 

Whether this attitude will or can 
affect the actual result, if the Cham- 
ber does not soon enact an adequate 
taxation scheme, is a matter of con- 
jecture. The bank’s challenge to the 
Government is courageous; but courage 
in words does not always mean cour- 
age in action. Last year’s experience 
was not reassuring, and the Bank of 
France is, after all, by tradition a 
quasi-public institution. Nevertheless, 
it is heartening to see an official stand 
so positive on the side of sound finan- 
cial policy. The attitude of the bank 
was probably taken with the present 
emphasis because of the management’s 
conviction, not only that intelligent 
public opinion in France agrees with 
it, but that the principles set forth are 
accepted even by the quarreling and 
obstructive legislators. 

There was no such public opinion in 
Germany during 1922 and 1923, and 
no such declaration from high banking 
quarters; continuous depreciation of 
the currency was then discussed, either 
as an affliction of Providence which 
could not be avoided or mitigated, or 
else as a short way out of an awkward 
situation. No argument or apology of 
that kind has been made in France; 
the condition of the currency is recog- 
nized by all responsible authorities as 
an evil which ought to be abated. 
What is lacking is the political cour- 
age to face the practical necessities of 
remedial legislation. 


DISPELLING SUSPICION. 

Sir AUSTEN CHAMBERLAIN’S speech 
in his own defense in the House of 
Commons was not wholly in the best 
of taste, so far as concerned his vwn 
estimate of his own work. He seems 
to have inherited something of the 
‘self-sufficing pride of his father, 
without the fighting edge and the 
quick sense of what will go well with 
the House of Commons which char- 
acterized JosEPH CHAMBERLAIN. But, 
putting to one side any unfortunate 
mannerism of Sir AusTEN, his state- 
ments of fact must be accepted as 
correct and reassuring. It is but the 
truth to say that he, though only 
in pursuance of a policy taken up 
by Ramsay MacDonatp when at the 
head of a Labor Government, has suc- 
ceeded in bringing about a better un- 
derstanding and better working agree- 
ments among the Governments of 
England, France and Germany. The 
Locarno Treaty was only the crown of 
labors that had been going on for some 
time. And throughout it has been 
made evident that the British Foreign 
Secretary desired to be loyal to the 
League of Nations and to work with 
it and through it in every way pos- 
sible. In his speech in the House of 
Commons on March 4, before going 
to Geneva, he said ‘‘ support of the 
“‘ League, adherence to the League 
and development of the League is 
‘a policy that is common to every 
** party in this House, and, I think, 
**to every section of opinion in this 
** country.”’ 

In making public on Tuesday the 
instructions which he received from 
the Cabinet before setting out for the 
meeting of the League of Nations, Sir 
AUSTEN CHAMBERLAIN did. much to 
blow away the fog of suspicion which 
gathered around what was done at 
All sorts of in- 
timations were given currency about 
intrigues and bad faith and playing 
off one nation against another. But 
it will be noted that the British Gov- 
ernment stood firmly by its promise 
to Germany. It desired not only that 
Germany should be at once admitted. 
to the League of Nations and made 
a member of the Council, but that 
there should be no ‘“‘ further change 
in the Council’’ until after Germany 
should be placed in a position where 
she would have a voice concerning it. 





And the Cabinet instructions to Sir 


AUSTEN CHAMBERLAIN were explicit in 
declaring that ‘‘ neither Poland nor 
‘* Brazil should ‘be made permanent 
‘members at present, but Poland 
‘*should be given a non-permanent 
** seat as Soon as possible.” This dis- 
pels a large amount of misunder- 
standing and misrepresentation. 

The rumor-factories at Geneva ran 
overtime. Every kind of ingenious 
theory and insinuation way invented 
to account for actions not easily 
understood in themselves. Thus the re- 
port was gravely put about that the. 
German delegates secretly induced 
Brazil to exercise her right of veto 
on the admission of Germany to the 
League. But only yesterday there was 
produced in Berlin a note from the 
Brazilian Government stuting that 
Brazil had no objections to Germany 
entering the League of Nations ‘‘ but 
on the contrary desires it.’’ Nor 
would Brazil oppose Germany’s secur- 
ing a permanent seat in the Council. 
It must have required a lot of plotting 
and counterplotting for Germany to 
have turned a friendly into a hostile 
Brazil—and all in order to further 
some occult German purposes! 

Sir AUSTEN CHAMBERLAIN’S assertion 
that he made no pledge of any kind 
to Poland is incidentally borne out by 
the news from Warsaw. The Polish 
Prime Minister reported the disap- 
pointment of Poland’s hopes at Geneva, 
but he did not so much as hint, even 
in the remotest manner, that any 
promise made to Poland had been 
broken. If one had been, he surely 
Would have said so. Little by little 
the whole atmosphere of doubt and 
suspicion which was artificially created 
around the proceedings at Geneva last 
week has been cleared up. It is now 
plain to the whole world that the 
League of Nations is not a nest of 
conspirators, but a body of states- 
men, fallible but honcst, seeking to 
do their best for the security and 
peace of all nations. 


THE LAST CRUSADER. 

The University of Toronto on Mon- 
day conferred its highest honorary de- 
gree upon Field Marshal Viscount 
ALLENBY, the deliverer of the Holy 
Land, who is making a journey east- 
ward through Canada on his way from 
Australia back to England. Free of 
official cares, this warrior-statesman 
has had opportunity to see the remote 
parts of the empire, which his historic 
victory beyond Suez helped to hold 
in promise of perpetual communica- 
tion. About no other leader in the 
Great War has so much of romance 
gathered as about this great goldier, 
whose figure and appearance satisfy 
every demand of the artist and whose 
qualities of courage, honor, reverence 


and clemency represent the best in the 


civilization in whose behalf he planned 
the campaign ‘in Palestine, which will 
be remembered as one of the most dra- 
matic and completely successful in all 
history. " 

Sir Ropert FaLconer, President of 
the university, in presenting him for 
the degree, characterized him as the 
brilliant soldier of many campaigns 
who had won his greatest glory by 
the peace with which he perfected his 
victory. and who had in his adminis- 
‘tration of Egypt set forth virtues 
‘“*that have endowed - those English- 
“men who have successfully given the 
“ world law and order.’’ Lord ALLENBY, 
confessing and proclaiming himself an 
imperialist, desired, however, no mas- 
tery, but only freedom of the seas that 
bring and keep all coasts of the out 
lying dominions in touch with the 
Mother Country, crom whose meridian 
all distances east and west are meas- 
ured by sea and land. 

Lord ALLENBY belongs not alone to 
the British Empire; he will be claimed 
by all humanity. It is hoped that when 
he has made the rounds of his own 
empire he will find time and freedom 
to visit the rest of that world whose 
security, as he said, “Gop in His 
Heaven had intended’’ and to which 
he himself contributed so valiantly. 
Especially is it desired that he will 
come to America, where men, women 
and children of all faiths are eager to 
welcome the last great Crusader who 
recovered that little land that holds 
the sacred memories of three religious 
faiths. 


TRAINING FOR THE R. 0. T. C. 

In the debate on ‘‘ Compulsory Mili- 
tary Training in American Colleges ’’ 
between Professor Davin Y. THomas of 
the University of Arkansas and Major 
Gen. CHaRLEs P. SUMMERALL in the 
April number of Current History, Pro 
fessor THOMAS says that ‘‘if military 
‘training is to be. compulsory, thea 
“let us have compulsory training in 
** finding out the causes of war and 
in establishing peaceful means of 
‘eliminating them.’’ This is a fair 
enough proposition. But he himself 
admits that “only a few Legislatures 
ever made drill compulsory.” He adds: 
‘*But most of the boards or execu- 
“tives and faculties have done so, 
“either on their own motion or under 
**pressure from the War Depart- 
“ment.’’ He is speaking of the Land 
Grant‘ Colleges, established after the 
Civil War, which the Federal Gov- 
ernment subsidized. With regard t. 
other colleges and high schools, mili- 
tary training cannot be described as 
compulsory. The War Department, 
with the sanction of Congress, offers 
the training to any college that can 
furnish 100 students and will accept 
it. Students taking the course are 





enrolled in the Reserve Officers’ Train- 


ing Corps. Professor THomas say: 
that’ R. O, T. C. units are main- 
tained in 257 institutions, the War 
Department providing 848’ officers 
and a large number of enlisted men 
as instructors. But he does not 
stress the fact that the training can 
be given up. Universal service has 
not been imposed upon the country. 
The debate, then, is really about mili- 
tary training in colleges, including 
military schools and high schools. 
Altogether 308 institutions receive the 
instructions. 

With the desire to be pertedtiy fair, 
Professor THOMAS says that in view 
of ‘‘the anarchistic condition of in- 
** ternational relations, which have not 
** yet been entirely corrected by the 
‘* League of Nations and the Court of 
** International Justice, even a pacifist 
must confess that there is some 
‘merit in the argument for military 
“training as a preparation for de- 
“‘fense when war comes.’? But he 
can see no merit in the argument for 
preparedness as a preventive of war. 
His distinction is rather finely drawn. 
“Preparedness,’” he insists, is a 
threat, and threats are “an invita- 
tion to strike later.”” But, if Great 
Britain had listened to the plea of 
Lord Roserts for preparedness in the 
early years of the century, Germany, 
it may be contended, would never have 
flouted England by invading Belgium 
in 1914. If the United States had 
been equipped with a modern army, 
Germany would hardly have dared to 
use her U-boats wantonly in preying 
upon commerce and scorned the inter- 
vention of the United States in 1917. 
Professor THoMas is not happy when 
he tests the principles of the Junior 
R. O. T. C. Manual, ‘‘not to make 
** soldiers of your boys, but to develop 
**them physically, morally and men- 
“* tally into the best type of citizens, 
** capable of defending our flag should 
‘“‘the emergency arise;’’ by quoting 
from the Army’s Infantry Drill Regu- 
lations, which is a technical publica- 
tion. But, being so, it does not 
advocate war. After all, Professor 
THOMAS makes no demand for uncon- 
ditiénal abolition of military training. 
His case he finally reduces to the 
requirement that peace psychology 
shall have an equal chance with war 
psychology. 

General SUMMERALL, now ranking 
officer-of the army, makes it plain 
that, while he detests war, he has no 
patience with the pacifist point of 
view. He emphasizes the fact that this 
country has had to use its army to 
meet an enemy in war, or to quell 
internal disturbances, on 105 occasions. 
No sane man, he declares,’ can promise 
that the United States will never be 
involved in another war. He main- 
tains that “our wars have come from 
‘sources that had no relation to our 
“ military power,’’ and that they might 
have been avoided if we bad attended 
to preparedness. His figures of R. O. 
T. C. training are not exactly the 
same as Professor THoMas’s. He 
points out that as regards high school 
students training is given to only one- 
thirtieth of them. He submits that our 
need of reserve officers can be sup- 
plied only through our educational 
system. The World War taught us that 
officers are far more important in an 
emergency than men in the ranks. 
The principle of the system has existed 
since Colonial days. He quotes Dean 
Everett W. Lorp of Boston Univer- 
sity: ‘‘ 1 note as an outstanding fact 
“that the college students who have 
“risen to leadership in the R. O. T. C. 
**have advanced most rapidly in busi- 
“‘ ness or professional life since leaving 
“college.’” As for the War Depart- 
ment’s responsibility, General Sum- 
MERALL says that it advocates mili- 
tary training for the colleges to carry 
out the proclaimed purposes of the 
National Defense act. He might have 
concluded with the admonition of JoHN 
ApamMs: “ Ap efficient preparation for 
war can ulcne secure peace.”* 


WOLVES IN SOCIETY. 

In the story of. the redoubtable 
Whittemore gang there is small com- 
fort for various schools of theorizers 
about crime. The environmentalists 
will be nonplused by the individual ped- 
igrees in this group of highwaymen 


.| and slayers. WHITTEMORE himself, his 
wife and the reputed ‘‘ master min 


of the gang were not driven into war 
against society by those famous in- 
equities of our social system which 
were so heavily emphasized in the case 
of Brooklyn’s “ bob-haired bandit ’’ of 
recent memory. They did not come 
from poverty-stricken homes, and they 
were not the product of enforced 
parental neglect. The parents of the 
gang leader fought hard to subdue his 
early criminal tendencies. The parents 
of his young wife and accomplice tried 
to remove her from her future hus- 
band’s influence. The same circum- 
stances provide a problem for the he- 
reditarian and racialist expounders of 
crime. The family history in the 
case of WuHITTEMORE and his wife 
is good. The racial make-up of the 
gang is widely representative. The 
leader himself is of old American stock, 
his wife is of German descent, the two 
financiers of the gang-are of foreign 
Jewish birth, the lieutenant-gunman 
is Italian. It is a microcosm of our 
entire population. 

What a sterner ‘age would have 
called wolves preying upon society 
may perhaps be softened down into in- 
dividuals ‘‘ maladjusted”’* to society, 
but this does not bring us any nearer 
to an explanation. It is just as diffi- 





cult to undefstand why a criminal 


should be born of sound heredity and 


jgrow up in a decent environment as 


why’ an individual should fail to “‘ad- 
just ”” under the same set of circum- 
stances. Explaining a bob-haired ban- 
dit in terms of our present economic 
and social order entirely fails to ex- 
plain why a thousand young women 
in the same environment and under 
the same social system do not come 
into conflict with society and the law. 
Least of all will the argument from 
poverty hold for the most prosperous 
nation on earth, which has also the 
highest ratio of crime. If social respon- 
sibility for crime, in the case of the 
United States, can be invoked as a 
theory, it would serve to prove that 
not poverty but prosperity is condu- 
cive to crime, and that the impelling 
force is not the pressure of want, but 
the lure of easy wealth. For that 
hypothesis there would be fair con- 
firmation in the annals of the Whitte- 
more gang, so rich in details of 
night clubs, luxurious hotels and fine 
feathers. 

Even if available theories were sound, 
it would be a condition that confronts 
us. In the absence of a really valid 
understanding of the ultimate forces 
behind crime, it is enough to concen- 
trate on the unexplained fact that 
criminal aberrations will manifest 
themselves under all sorts of condi- 
tions, and that for the defense of so- 
ciety they must be dealt with as a 
concrete problem through the agencies 
of the police and the courts, without 
losing ourselves in the shadowy realms 
of speculation. 


THE PARKWAYS OF NEW YORK. 

In announcing that, to enlarge the 
roadway, five feet are to be taken 
from the sidewalks of upper Fifth 
Avenue and fifteen feet from those 
of Central Park West, Borough Presi- 
dent MILLER was careful to make it 
clear that nothing is to be taken from 
the Park. On: the contrary, by re- 
moving the bordering walls, the Park 
is, so to speak, to be merged into the 
avenues, It is a desirable readjust- 
ment. When the present roadways 
were planned, only the distinguished 
few called “carriage folk’’ went on 
wheels. ‘Today, the resident popula- 
tion has taken en masse to automo- 
bile, bus and taxicab. The roadways, 
once sparsely occupied by victorias 
and hansoms, are: traffic-jammed; 
the broad sidewalks are all but depop- 
ulated. “Tempora mutantur.’’ Yet 
it may be doubted whether we realize 
how thoroughly we, and Central Park, 
are changing, too. 

What has happened to the two 
border “parkways’’ has happened 
likewise within the Park, especially to 
the East Drive and the West Drive. 
Removing the walls may seem to 
ruralize the avenues, but in reality it 
only emphasizes the fact that the Park 
has’ become urbanized. It is a con- 
tinuation of the flow of traffic be- 
tween the lower and the upper city. 
Drives that were planned solely for 
carriage folk taking the air are now 
no less thronged than the central ave- 
nues of which they are extensions. 
One important difference there is. 
Outside the Park the arterial flow is 
reduced to regular pulses by the traffic 
cop. The pedestrian has a sporting 
chance. Within the once rural pre- 
cincts policemen are lamentably few. 
For the most part that~- ancient 
jocular phantasy is literal truth: it is 
a question of the quick or the dead. 
At footway crossings, where of old the 
aristocratic family coachman reined in 
his high-stepping and gaily capari- 
soned steeds for the passing of nurse- 
maid and baby carriage, there is now 
a steady, remorseless grind of the au- 
tomobilious, , 

In another ten years, we are told, 
ten feet more will be added to the 
Fifth Avenue roadway. It can be 
managed without really reducing the 
width of sidewalk because, by that 
time, “there won’t be a private house 
left on the avenue,’’ so that the space 
now occupied by front steps will be 
clear. On both sides of the Park 
through wide regions private resi- 
dences are giving way to towering 
apartment houses. This means re- 
doubled population, redoubled traffic 
and also a redoubled need of . park 
space. It is a prospect full of impli- 
cations. One of them is that within 
the Park there is need of traffic police 
and also of main pathways, clearly 
laid out and sign-posted, leading to 
the protected crossings.

In commenting on this undertaking, 
The Times-Picayune says that “‘uni- 
versity courses in journalism no longer 
are experimental.”” Some of the men 
who have been long in the work of 
making newspapers will have more 
trust in. experience—in learning by 
doing—than in formal school instruc- 
tion. They do not deny, however, that 
the rudiments of the profession can be 
taught as well in a school as in a news- 
paper office, and, remembering the old 
and the new methods of teaching medi- 
cine and law, they are cautious in 
criticism. 


New York’s public 
has been asked by 
the Commissioner of 
Plant and Structures 
to help him decide 
whether the municipal broadcasting 
station WNYC should be continued. 

A good deal is to be sgid both for 
and against. That there are legitimate 
uses. for a municipal agency of this 
kind is undeniable, and the abuses to 
which WNYC was subjected during 
the Hylan Administration are not con- 
clusive reasons.for condemning it. The 
station has been of considerable help 
to the police, especially in the finding 
of missing persons, and there might be 
real benefit from the sending out and 
explaining of news relating to the 
city’s affairs. Again, the possession 
of a ‘‘wave length’ is something not 
lightly to be given up. It has come to 
be a really valuable piece of property, 
though it cannot be sold. On the other 
hand, there is to be considered, first, 
the fallacy that the whole population 
of the city thus can be reached. It 
takes a lot of preliminary advertising 
to get the attention of anything like 
a majority of listeners for any one 
station at any one time. 

Hitherto most of the cost of main- 
taining WNYC has been for ‘‘enter- 
tainment,” chiefly in the form of 
music. In the past the music sent from 
the station has usually been mediocre, 
and often not that. It merely has 
rivaled the offerings of the second or 
third class stations. The disappearance 
of one in that class is an advantage 
rather than a loss to the public, and 
if a dozen more went with WNYC they 
never would be missed. 

Taken all in all, the problem is one 
for expert, not popular, solution, and 
Mayor WALKEr’s instinctive antagonism 
to the perpetuation of the municipal 
station probably was well founded. 


Defensible, 
but Not 
Necessary. 


Professor ALGER- 
NON COLEMAN, iin 
the English Depart- 
ment of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, 
seems to share to some degree the 
antagonism felt for “‘grinds’’ by the 
majority of undergraduates. He ad- 
mits that most of the successes in the 
scientific and literary, world are made 
by those who were of the studious sort 
in college. When it comes to eminence 
in business or professional lines, how- 
ever, though the men who admire it, 
he says, were not at the foot of their 
classes, yet they. rarely were at the 
head. 

The facts as known are — and 
puzzling. The hardest workers in col- 
lege are not always the best students, 
there being others who with half the 
exertion get more from the work they 
do and have time for a lot of play. 
The record, however, of those who 
earn the Phi Beta Kappa key is not 
such as to drive away aspirants for 
that distinction. However the word 
success may be defined, they have 
gained more than their share of it, 
and probably most of them think there 
are tasks equally important as, and 
more enjoyable than, the piling up of 
millions far beyond any reasonable and 
legitimate human need.

AZTEC DISCOVERIES. 


; 
Oral Literature of the Race Pre- 
served in Old Documents. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A wire to THz from its cor- 
respondent in Mexico City, under date 
of Jan. 28 last, giving an account of in- 
vestigations I have been making into 
original Aztec manuscripts and copies 
of Aztec documents from European li- 
braries existing in the Mexican Na- 
tional Library here seems to have 
been misunderstood, or to have given 
the impression that I had discovered 
hitherto unknown Aztec documents. 

Nothing was further from my inten- 
tion than to give such an impression. 
The work I have been doing for the 
past several years is purely concerned 
with the investigation and translation 
of existing Aztec documents, practical- 
ly all of which have never been trans- 
lated into any language and the con- 
tents of which are for the most part 
unknown. 

After I had spent over a year ex- 
perimenting with the Aztec court 
poems known as the “‘Cantares mexi- 
canos” (Mexican Songs), and had 
worked out the metric forms (which 
are very varied) and the prosodic laws 
governing them, I began the transla- 
tion into Spanish of the metric tales 
known as ‘‘Aztec Fables.’ Before I had 
finished the translation of these forty- 
seven stories I discovered that they 
are written in verse which is trochaic 
throughout. This discovery sent me 
to the Sahagun Aztec documents in 


*search of more ‘‘poems.’’ I found them 


in abundance, scattered throughout 
the manuscripts, and consisting for 
the most part of songs and incanta- 
tions to the gods. 

As my examination proceeded, I dis- 
covered that much that appeared at 
first sight to\ be prose was written 
iif verse; and as I carried my investi- 
gations on further, the poetic horizon 
continued to extend itself, until finally 
it enclosed the book of ‘‘Aztec Fables.” 
the “Cantares,”” and the sixth volume 
of Sahagun’s so-called ‘“‘notes.”’ (The 
latter contains 216 folio pages.) 

The nature of the contents of ‘these 
volumes, comprising over 600 pages 
of Aztec manuscripts, forced me to the 
conclusion that the Aztecs supplement- 
ed their imperfect hieroglyphic docu- 
ments with a vast body of oral metric 
literature which they memorized in 
the temple schools, as early Mexican 
historians affirmed. 

I continued the examination of the 
twelve “‘books’’ of Sahagun documents 
without finding a single line of prose 
in them, except names, titles and notes 
written by way of comment or explana- 
tion by the old Spanish priest himselt 
and added to the original text, as 
crutches or ponies, to help in the trans- 
lation. 

There was no longer any doubt that 
this was Aztec oral literature commit- 
ted to writing in Roman characters 
during the first half century following 
the fall of the Aztec Empire in 1521. 
And the explanation was not far off: 

When the Spanish priest Bernardino 
de Sahagun, who opened a school in 
Mexico, shortly after the conquest, for 
the education of Indian children (sons 
of nobles and princes), sent his fa- 
vorite and most intelligent pupils in 
search of documents relating to the 
fallen Aztec Empire, its people, tradi- 
tions, religious beliefs, customs, &c.. 
they naturally furnished him with the 
official versions learned in the schools 
of the nobles attached to the temples. 
and which the Aztec priests had cast 
into meter so that they might be the 
more easily learned and remembered. 
The pupils obtained these versions 
from the surviving priests, nobles, 
poets and orators of the fallen em- 
pire. Sahagun tells us himself that his 
pupils were much interested in this 
work of collection, which covered half 
a century of the old priest’s long and 
active life of over 90 years. 

One cannot conceive of these favor- 
ite pupils of the Spanish priest, how- 
ever great their enthusiasm, putting 
into verse the many hundreds of pages 
of Aztec “‘notes’’ which they collected 
for Sahagun’s “History of the Things 
of New Spain.” The only other con- 
clusion is that they handed over to 
him the oral literature of their race. 
The importance, therefore, of these 
documents needs no comment. They 


form the greatest, most varied and * 


most wonderfully interesting collection 
of documents of any nation or race 
in the stage of civilization and ethnic

people found themselves at the time 
of the Spanish conquest, over 400 years 
ago.

SAYS THE NEED IS URGENT 


Overcrowding in Fordham Hos- 
pital ls So Extreme There Is

Acting Mayor Will Visit Brooklyn

Characterizing the overcrowding in 
eity hospitals as “unbelievable,” Act- 
ing Mayor Joseph V. McKee at a meet- 
ing of the Sinking Fund Commission 
yesterday urged cooperation in prun- 
ing appropriations so that $5,000,000 
‘would remain available for immediate 
improvement of the situation. Because 
of the hospital situation, Mr. McKee 
caused the post ent of action on 


a W oy to appropriate $150,000 to 
build an addition to tne 107th Regiment 


Mr. said. that in Fordham 
Hospital the co on was so bad 
that beds were placed side by side with 
no — between. This condition, it 
was i ed at the hospital, was partly 
due to the increased number of in- 
fluenza and pneumonia cases, but it 
was said that the number of such cases 
‘was not unusually large for this time 
of the year. 

One of the causes of crowding at 
Fordham Hospital, he said, was the 
fact that the nurses’ home is being 
remodeled and twenty-five nurses have 
been shifted to a ward, which they are 
using as a dormitory. Regardless of 
this, he said, the facilities were over- 
taxed 


After the meeting the acting Mayor 
said that he had just completed an in- 
vestigation of séveral hospitals, includ- 
ing tho at Welfare Island and Belle- 
vue and Lincoln Hospitals, and had 
found conditions generally very bad, 
He said his committee was striving 
to prune various items of expenditure 
te obtain $37,000,000 for transit and 
hospital relief, $5,000,000-of the amount 
to be for the hospitals. 


Bad Housing for Employes. 


A deplorable condition, Mr. McKee 
gaid, was the fact that workmen, in- 
cluding porters and orderlies, were 


housed in a building half a mile from 
the hospital, with no supervision over 
their living quarters. An appropria- 
tion of $70,000 was arranged at once 
for a new glass-roofed addition to pro- 
vide for twenty more beds in the 
northern wing. . 

Bellevue Hospital, with its old build- 
ings, was well kept, but suffering ex- 
tremely from congestion, he said, while 
Lincoln Hospital was bad, both as to 
ganitary conditions and congestion. 

Mr. McKee also called attention to 
€onditions prevailing in rented quar- 
ters for nurses when a proposal to 
renew a lease for thirty-three rooms 
for nurses in Osborn+Hall, 426 East 
Twenty-sixth Street, was presented. 

“J think this should be put over un- 
til we investigate,” said the Acting 
Mayor. ‘I’ve received a report from 
Dr. John J. McGrath that some of the 
quarters rented for nurses are not fit 
to live in, that they are pestered by 

. fats and other vermin.”’. 

Dr. Mark L. Fleming, acting super- 
intendent of Bellevue Hospital, how- 
ever, assured the commission that Os- 
born Hall is a modern place, perfectly 
sanitary, and the new lease, at an 
annual rental of $9,108, was approved. 

The Acting Mayor said his survey 
showed the best conditions so far on 
Welfare Island. He said all the old 
firetraps there had gone, with the ex- 
ception of one, which is in process 
of GP wag pret He spoke particularly 
of the Metropolitan Hospital, where 
@ancer patients are treated, saying it 
was in a high state of efficiency. 

He said that from his observations 
so’ far the $5,000,000 contemplated for 
emergency hospital relief would be 
inadequate to take care of the pressing 
Needs of these institutions. He will

PEKING, March 24 (4).—Troops of 
the Kuominchun (National Armies) 
have consolidated positions around 
Peking, indicating that they intend to 
attempt to hold the Capital against 
the various armies allied against 
them. They hold the approaches to 
the city on three sides. 

General Li Ching-ling and General 
Chang Tsung-chang, who are in 
Tientsin, are accompanied by several 
Mukden~ subordinates of Marshal 


Chang Tso-lin, the dictator of Man- 
churia. 


TIENTSIN, March 24 (#).—Two gun- 
boats and four transports with troops 
from Taku arrived in Tientsin today, 
the first Chinese warships to reach 
this city since the signature of the 
Boxer protocol of 1901 which prohib- 
ited their entry. 

Pi Shu-chen, commander of the 
Shantung expedition from Tsingtao, 
came up the lei River aboard a gun- 
boat and proceeded to the official 
yamen of the Tupan (Civil Governor) 
in the city, accompanied by a body- 
guard. 

The presence of large bodies of tat- 
terdemalion Shantungese and the ar- 
rogant conduct of the White Russians 
are causing uneasiness among the 
populace which is increased by fear of 
disputes over the Tupanship.

Newcombe Pleads at Albany for 
Law Against Newspaper 
Publication... 


PUBLISHERS PROTEST BILL. 


Spokesman Declares Press Already 
Exercises a Voluntary 
Censorship. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, March 24.—District Attor- 
ney Richard S. Newcombe of Queens 
appeared before the Codes Committee 
of the Senate this afternoon and made 
a fervent plea for favorable action 
on a bill drafted by him and intro- 
duced by Senator McGarry of Queens 
which would make it a felony for 
newspapers or other publications to 
publish the name or photograph of 
victims of sexual attacks. 

Opposition to the measure was 
offered by Fred K. H. Keefe, publisher 
of The Newburgh News, who appeared 
for the State Publishers’ Association ; 
the New York Associated Dailies, the 
New York Press Association and the 
Publishers’ Association of New York 
City. 

Mr. Keefe said that the newspapers 
were exercising a voluntary censor- 
ship under which. victims of such 


sistéd that there was no need for the 
proposed legislation. 

“The publishers do not oppose the 
principle of this bill, but exceptions 
to the voluntary censorship to which 
I have alluded are so rare,” he said 
“that this bill is not needed. It is 
fundamental that there should be no 
censorship of the press. Exception is 
also taken to the drastic character of 
the bill in defining even an inadver- 
tent violation of its provisions as a 
felony.”’ 

District Attorney Newcombe agreed 
to have the bill amended so as ‘to 
make violation a misdemeanor. 

“This bill is not directed against the 
decent newspapers,”” Mr. Newcombe 
said. ‘It is directed against the small 
percentage of newspapers that are not 
decent. It is not an infringement on 
the freedom of the press. It takes 
away from the decent newspapers no 
right that they would care to exercise. 
The mere fact that decent newspapers 
have established the sort of voluntary 
censorship we have heard about for 
the protection of the good name of an 
innocent victim of this crime shows 
the need of this legislation.”’ 

Mr. Nemcombe added that unless the 
victims were shielded from publicity 
the prosecution of perpetrators of the 
offense involved was next to impos- 
sible. The victims would flee from the 
State rather than appear as com- 
plainants in court. 

Mrs. H. H. Wright of Flushing, rep- 
resenting the New York State Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs, said she was 
authorized to speak for 400,000 women 


“Their eyes are riveted on the Legis- 
lature,’’ she said, ‘‘they look to you for 
protection of our women t this 
damaging publicity.’’ 

“You cannot through the passage of 
this bill save a girl from becoming the 
victim of murderous attacks but you 
can save her the su ent, crucifix- 
ion of publicity,’”’ said Mrs. Smith Al- 
ford, also of Flushing, who represented 
the Big Sisters and the New York 
City Federation of Women’s Clubs. 

Richmond Weed, representing the 
Queensboro Chamber of Commerce, 
also spoke for the bill. 

Howard C. Barbour, speaking for 
the Society for the Prevention of 
Crime, urged the passage of the bill, 
as did also Assemblyman Jere F. Ryan 
of the Fourth District in Queens. 

Senstor Caleb H. Baumes of Orange, 
Chairman of the Codes Committee, 
said that the members of that body 
had not discussed the measure or their 
prospective action on it at any length, 
but expressea it as his conviction that 
it would not be reported except in 
amended form.

MARSHALL GUILTY 
IN SECOND DEGREE 


Philadelphia Chiropractor Who 
Slew Woman Faces Ten to 
Twenty Year Term. 


JURY SINGS POPULAR AIRS 


Tipstaffs Thus Learn When the 
Deliberations End—Funds for 
New Trial Sought. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 2% (%).— 
David L. Marshall was convicted to- 
day of second degree murder for the 
killing of Anna May Dietrich. He 
faces a sentence of ten to twenty 
years. 

The unregistered chiropractor, who. 
admitted dismembering the body of 
Miss Dietrich after she.died in his of- 
fice, heard the verdict with little out- 
ward emotion. He shook hands with 
his attorney, which the spectators took 
as an indication that he was grateful 
the jury did not send him to prison for 
life or to the electric chair. 

Marshall, on the witness stand, said 
that the 35-year-old woman, who was 
his patient, died from self-administered 
poison and rather than have the 
notoriety of her dying in his office he 
dismembered the body and distributed 
the severed parts in the woods in the 
suburbs. The Commonwealth, how- 


ever, submitted a confession said to 
have been made by the chiropractor 
in which he stated that he choked her 
to death in a quarrel because she 
threatened to expose their relations to 
his wife. 

Marshall’s counsel asked the Court to 
allow him the usual four vy to make 
an appeal for a new » but he did 
not indicate whether he would file such 
a motion. Marshall, however, an- 
nounced his intention of asking his 
brother, H. Hall Marshall, a resident 
of New York, to resist him financially 
in efforts to get a new trial in order 
that he might clear his name of the 
murder charge and win his freedom. 
He wished to do this, he said, not so 
much for himself but for the sake of 
his wife and their 12-year-old daugh- 
ter, Betty. : 

There was no demonstration as the 
jury rendered its verdict in the grue- 
some case, as Judge Harry S.’ McDevitt 
warned the spectators that he would 
hold in contempt of court any person 
showing noisy approval or disapproval.

Baldwin Announces Government 
Will Pass Measures to 
Reorganize Industry. 


WANTS A‘LASTING SOLUTION’ 


Prime Minister Tells Owners and 
Miners He Will Consider Further 
Financial Ald.

LONDON, March 2#.—The ‘Govern- 
ment has decided to accept the report 
of the Coal Commission and to pass 
such legislation as may be required to 
give effect. to its recommendations for 
reorganization of the coal industry, 
provided colliery owners and miners 
agree to accept the report and carry on 
the industry on the basis of the recom- 
mendations. 

This, in a sentence, is the announce- 
ment Prime Minister Baldwin made to- 
night to representatives of owners and 
miners who had been invited to meet 
him in Downing Street. The Govern- 
ment, he said, had not reached this 
decision without careful consideration 
of the report, and he indicated that 
acceptance of its recommendations re- 
quired of the Government the setting 
aside of certain pre-conceived opinions. 

“The conclusions reached by the com- 
mission,’”’ said Mr. Baldwin, ‘‘do not in 
all respects accord with the views held 
by the Government, and some of the 
recommendations contain proposals to 
which, taken by themselves, the Gov- 
ernment are known to be opposed.’’ 

The Prime Minister said the Govern- 
ment, however, had made its decision 
in the hope that, with. the cooperation 
of all parties, it might be possible to 
find “a lasting solution of the prob- 
lem.”’, A 

Herbert -Smith, President of the 
Miners’ Federation, put a question 
which led the Prime Minister to make 
a statement in regard to the coal 
subsidy. This subsidy was granted 
last August for nine months, and is 
due to terminate at the end of next 
month. The commission recommended 
that it should be terminated and the 
Government’s acceptance of the report 
includes acceptance of that recommen- 
dation. 

“But I recognize,” said Mr. Baldwin, 
“that in some districts, if a settlement 
is to be reached, the sacrifice that 
might be required would be heavy, and 
if an agreement can be reached by 
May 11 shall be willing to consider 
what temporary assistance may be re- 
quired to ease the situation.”’ 


The Prime Minister left no doubt re-_ 


ng two points in connection with 
further financial assistance from the 
State. In the first place, the amount 
of money available in the present con- 
dition of the country’s finances is lim- 
ited, and in the second place, the period 
for which further assistance is given 
also must be limited. The Prime Min- 
ister suggested that it be three months.

What course the Steering Com- 
mittee will follow if the War Depart- 
ment reports against the all-American 
canal was not made known. Mr. 
Dempsey expressed confidence that the 
department, speaking through the En- 
gineer Corps, would recommend the 
survey. , 

Henry Ford favors the all-American 
canal plan, according to a letter re- 
ceived today from W. B. Mayo, Chief 
Engineer of the Ford organization, by 
Representative Dempsey. :

If 
the same a t of y had been 
expended by the State of New York 
in conjunction with Federal aid for 
the proper ship canal there would al- 
ready have been a great change and 
increase in the volume of water trans- 
portation.”

Hope Compulsory Registration 
Will Drive 2,500 Incompe- 
tents From State.

ALBANY, March 24—The Webb- 
Loomis bill, designed to put teeth in 
the Medical Practice act in the hope 
of driving upward of 2,500 quack doc- 
tors out of the State, was strongly 
supported by physicians and health 
authorities today at a hearing before 
the Public Health Committees of the 
Senate and Assembly. It is opposed by 
chiropractors and drugless practition- 
ers, who claim that its main purpose 
is to drive them out of business. 

The measure would compel all doc- 
tors to register annually with the State 
Edueation Department. It has the 
support of every coufity medical so- 
ciety in the State with the exception of 
Kings, where the sentiment is divided. 

Dr. L. L. Landis, who said he -rep- 
resented the Independent Physicians’ 
Association, led the opposition. He 
said that because he spent $150,000 a 
year in advertising a health institute 
he was looked upon by. other doctors 
as a criminal. He admitted that he 
had a “grievance” against all doctors. 

Alexander Markay, who told the com- 
mittee that he was the of 
the American Medical Liberty League, 
declared that the real purpose of the 
bill was to ‘‘put the practice of medi- 
cine into the hands of a monopoly of 
persons who have failed to win the 
confidence of the people.”

Stocks Decline Sharply and 
Many Violent Breaks Result 
From Heavy Selling. ’ 


Higher money rates, extensive with- 
drawals of funds from this centre, the 
Government’s investigation of “oil 
mergers’”’ and one or two unfavorable 
earnings statements presented a med- 
ley of factors yesterday which caused 
one of the sharpest declines in the 
stock market this year. It was totally 
unlike the collapse of the market three 
weeks ago. Ratner, it represented 
steady but insistent liquidation of long 
lines of stock which pounded so heav- 
ily on the market that prices were 
forced down from 2 to 5 points for the 
run of stocks, with extreme declines 
in high-priced issues extending to as 
much as 10 and 20 points. 

The market was an orderly affair 
thropghout. There was none of the 
wild confusion which accompanied the 
previous decline. Nevertheless, stock- 
holders were just as insistent on sell- 
ing their sécurities for what they 
would bring and frequently there was 
as much as a point or so between sales. 
Trading was on a very large scale, ag- 
gregating more than 2,500,000 shares. 
So far as could be observed, there was 
no organized support for stocks what- 
ever, about the only buyers being those 
who had previously sold for the de- 
cline. 

The question naturally arises at the 
end of such a day of liquidation as oc- 
curred yesterday whether or not the 
market is forecasting unsettled. busi- 
ness conditions, or whether the de- 
clines are merely the further straight- 


‘| ening out of what undoubtedly was an 


unhealthy speculative situation a 
month or so ago.

A great 
deal of the selling yesterday could 
doubtless be traced, were it necessary, 
to the undoing of unfortunate specula- 
tive commitments.

opinion that possibly the optimistic 
predictions for business in 1926 will not 
be entirely fulfilled. 

The continued fall of the commodity 


| price level, which has now continued 


for nine weeks, was emphasized yes- 
terday because of the decline in se- 
curities. It seems to be generally 
agreed that production in most lines, 
especially in iron and steel and in the 
automotive industry, aré at a high 
rate, but mainly on orders already in 
hand, and that there is no assurance 
that the production rate of February 
and March will be maintained through 
April. One of the journals of the iron 
and steel industry, in commenting on 
this fact yesterday, said that “the 
high rate of steel production that has 
promised to make March a notable 
month keeps up but there is doubt of 
its maintenance in April.” It was also 
noted that ‘‘some curtailment of auto- 
mobile output has come and there are 
more cases in which instalment pur- 
chases are not being completed.” 
‘The heavy withdrawals of funds 
from. this centre, which naturally 
cramp the money market, have 
amounted to some $60,000,000 in the last 
two days and resulted in a rate yester- 
day of 5% per cent. Such an outbound 
movement of funds is not unusual at 
this season of the year.. Usually it 
might be. considered the forerunner of 
an active business era in which funds 
which have been used speculatively 
are returned to their ordinary and nor- 
mal channels, because of ante from 
those quarters.

“SHOWS AN INCREASE 


Total of 967,411 Cars for Week 
of Mar. 13 a Gain of 2,730 
Over Previous Week. 


41,292 MORE THAN IN 1925 


Coal, Grain and Merchandise in 
Large Volume—Falling Off in 
Western Sections.

WASHINGTON, March 24.—Loading 
of revenue freight for the week ended 


March 13 totaled 967,411 cars, accord-, 


ing to reports filed today by the car- 
riers with the’Car Service Division of 
the American .Railway Association. 
This was an increase of 41,292 cars 
compared with the corresponding week 
last. year and 50,649 cars over the cor- 
responding week in 1924. Compared 
with the preceding week it was an 
increase of 2,730 cars, increases being 
reported in the total loading of all 
commodities except live stock, coke, 
forest products and miscellaneous 
freight. 

Miscellaneous loading for. the week 
of March 13 totaled 346,053 cars, a de- 
crease of 1,286 cars under the week 
before, but 1,623 cars above the same 
week in 1925 and an increase of 29,312 
cars above the same week in 1924. 

Loading of grain and grain prod- 
ucts amounted to 40,273 cars, an in- 
crease of nineteen cars over the week 
before and 3,116 cars over the same 
week in 1925. It was, however, a de- 
crease of 2,273 cars below the same 
week in 1924. In the Western districts 
alone grain and grain products loading 
totaled 23,409 cars, an increase of 551 
cars over the corresponding week last 
year. 

Coal loading totaled 188,834 cars, an 
increase of 6,391 cars over the week 
before and 38,282 cars above the same 
week in 1925. Compared with the same 
week in 1924 it also was an increase 
of 18,321 cars. 

Loading of merchandise and less than 
carload lot freight amounted tp 264,- 
861 cars,.an incrgase of 622 cars over 
the week before and 5,036 cars above 
the same week in 1925. Compared with 
the corresponding period in 1924 it was 
an increase of 13,740 cars. 

Forest products loading totaled 74,313 
cars, 1,414 cars under the week before 
and 7,548 cars below the same week i 
1925 and a decrease of 5,435 cars 
low the same week in 1924. 

Coke lodding totaled 14,958 cars, a 
decrease of nine cars under the preced- 
ing week, but 2,249 cars above the cor- 
responding week in 1925. Compared 
with the same week in 1924 it also was 
an increase of 1,283 cars. 

Live stock loading for the week 
amounted to 27,357 cars, a decrease of 
2,183 cars under the week before and 
197 cars under the corresponding week 
in 1925. It also was a decrease of 
4,160 cars below the same week in 1924. 
In the Western districts alone 20,916 
cars were loaded with live stock dur- 
ing the week, 130 cars under the same 
week last year.

IN PARIS ON MOSUL OIL 


New Jersey Standard Officials Go 
Abroad to Confer on Sharing 
Development. 


Important questions concerning tne 
foreign policy of the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey will be dis- 
cussed at the annual conference of 
European executives in Paris soon. 
Walter C. Teagle, President, sailed for 
Paris last Saturday.

Numerous conflicting reports have 
arisen concerning the company’s par- 
‘ticipation in the Turkish Petroleum 
Company, which was organized to de- 
velop the Mosul oil fields.

It was reported on nu- 
merous occasions that the Standard 
was not ‘interested in the development, 
but these ‘reports were repeatedly de- 
nied by executives., - 

The Rumanian claims arise from the 
blasting of the oil fields of that coun- 
try by British and French engineers 
to prevent them falling into the hands 
of the Germans who were then over- 
running the country. The Standard 
originally filed a claim of $76,000,000 
for damage done to its property. Thus 
far nothing has been received from 
the Rumanian ‘Government. It is 
hinted that payment may be made in 
the ferm of a long-term bond issue.

WEATHER GENERALLY 
HELPFUL TO CROPS 


The Week’s Conditions Favorable 
to Wheat, but Less So as to 
Cotton and Corn. 


The weekly weather report of the 
Department of Agriculture issued at 
Washington yesterday in part follows: 

“East of the Mississippi River con- 
siderable preparation of seed bed for 
cotton was accomplished during the 
week, though this work is still back- 
ward in many places. Some. was 
planted in extremé Southern Alabama. 
Planting was delayed in Eastern Texas 
by wet soil and this work was practi- 
cally at a standstill in Louisiana. At 
the same time it was too wet and part 
of the week was too cool for good 
growth of early cotton in the latter 
State. In the western belt considerable 


cotton was planted during the week as 
far north as Southern Arkansas. 


Some Corn Up in Mississippi. 


“In the western portion of the corn 
belt, plowing made good progress as 
far north as the north central great 


plaing and Missouri, but in the eastern 
portion preparations for planting were 
hindered by wet soil in most sections, 
although considerable plowing was 
done in Kentucky. Much a 
accomplished in the Atlantic tes 
from Virginia southward, where soil 
conditiong were more favorable than 
recently, but work was delayed: by 
heavy rains in the West Gulf sections. 
Some corn is up in the Mississippi Val- 
ley and planting was begun as far 
north as the central portions of Okla- 
homa and Arkansas. It was mostly 
too cool and wet for early planted corn 
in the West Gulf district, and some re- 
planting was nec in Florida be- 
cause of damage by last week’s frost. 
“Seeding of Spring wheat is well 
under way 1n the central and western 
portions of the belt and in South Da- 
keta has become general. Because of 
continued mild weather this work is 
being accomplished considerably earlier 
than usual. Condition of . Winter 
wheat ranges from poor in the late 
planted areas of the Ohio Valley to ex- 
cellent in portions of the Northwest. 
Progress during the week has been 
generally good, with favorable weather 
in all sections except locally in the 
Western plains where there has been 
some damage by wind blowing soil. 


Rain Helps in Southern Plains. 


“The rainfall in the southern great 
plains has improved conditions in that 
area, particularly in Oklahoma . and 


ch of Kansas. In the latter State 
the crop now covers the ground in 
southeastern counties. 
, “Spring oat seeding is under way as 
far north as the Ohio and Missouri 
Rivers, and Winter oats are mostly in 
fair to good conditions; seeding is well 
along in the trans-Mississippi States, 
but is backward in the Ohio Valley 
because of unfavorable soil conditions. 
“A continuation of abnormal warmth 
and rather heavy rainfall characterized 
the weather in Argentina during the 
week ended.March 22, In the corn- 
growing sections the tem ture aver- 
aged degrees, or 4 degrees above 
normal, while the total rainfall of 1.8 
inches was .7 inch more than the sea- 
sonal average. Since the first week 
in January the weather in Argentina 
has been very unusual because of the 
persistence of high temperatures, Not 
a single week since that time has 
been cool and the period has averaged 
more than 5 degrees a day warmer 
than normal. Four of the last five 
weeks have had more than norma!

Numerous inquiries for burlaps were 
reported in this market yesterday, but 
buying was confined to merchandise 
that was absolutely needed. Buyers 
are still “skittish” as a result of the 
decline, with the result that most of 
them were seeking goods at less than 
the asking prices. This was especially 
true of spots and afloats. The market, 
incidentally, presented the unusual as- 
pect of spot and afloat goods being 
quoted slightly under futures, but with 
local stocks gradually dwindling this 
situation is not expected to obtain 
long. Calcutta was quoted by the 
cables as being very firm and five 
points higher. Quotations for spot and
